LEATHERHEAD visit Loakes Park tomorrow (Saturday) for an Isthmian League match

The victory over Enfield 
completed a fine double for the 
club and two of Enfield’s four 
defeats this year.

veteran Tony Horseman, who 
has a bruised knee after Satur- 
day. Once. again Wycombe 
manager Brian Lee wiil have 
problems in finding the right 
formula. 


Providing ‘Bodger’ is fit, Mr. 
Lee wili have five players bid- 
ding for three places. Mick 
Holifield scored on ‘Tuesday 
night and did much to com- 
mand a place in the side while 
Tony Amos’s_ winner alone 
should see him back in the 
team after being substitute on 
Tuesday. 


Johnny Hutchinson did not 
look happy in the number ten 
shirt against St. Albans while 
newly signed Keith Jameson is 
likely to keep his midfield role. 


But whatever the final line 
up, Wanderers can be certain 
of a hard task ahead of them 
and  Leatherhead’s ‘defence 
could prove a difficult barrier 
to crack.
